! ing of the past few days around Rens- 


burg has developed into an attack of 
considerable proportions, since there is 
doubt whether the town can be held. 
Rensburg has 
been for nearly two 


months the headquarters of French's I 
operations against Colesberg, and until 
this commander was detached, presum- 
ably to command Lord Roberts' horse, 
the Boers, though re-enforced, had been 
kept strictly on the defensive. Clements 
is now in command at Rensburg. 


The operations \\ hich now appear to be 


coming to a head began last Friday, 
•when the Boers began flank movements 
east and west that gave the Briush 
much worry. They were set down as 
reconnoissances in force, and resulted 
only in the picking up of stray patrols 
and outposts and the capture of 1000 
sheep. "vVhen renewed Monday and yes- 
. terday it became apparent that the Boer 
activity might portend more important 
movements, and the recwnnoissances 
have developed into an attack in force. 


The news of the day is the enforced re- 


tirement of the, British from the Coles- 
burg district under heavy Boer pressure 
and probably after brisk fightin'g-. Thus 
at a time when Lord Roberts is ap- 
parently about to push an army into the 
Free State, the Boers make a counter 
stroke in an unknown but seemingly 
great force, not far from the vital line of 
railway connecting De Aar and Orange 
River. 


General French, when Joined by IjorxJ 


Roberts, presumably took most of his 
cavalry. 
General Clements was left 


with the Infantry to hold the Boers in 
check, but Commandant Delarey, with a 
double turning mover.ipnt, jfe:is com- 
pelled the British to concentrate 
at 


Kensburg, besides threatening Lord 
Roberts' communications. 


The Boer mastery of the district has 


caused a spread of the insurrection, ttut 
this, no doubt, will be promptly re- 
pressed, as large British 
forces are 


available not far away.

The concentration «.t Modder River is 
apparently accomplished by a weaken- 
ing of the force at Colesberg, and of this 
the Boers have taken advantage, to as- 
sume the offensive. Meanwhile it looks 
as though the enemy had withdrawn 
their forces from Magersfontein to rein- 
force those at Colesberg, where a Boer 
victory would threaten British com- 
munications between.

compels him. The'opinion that the in- 
vasion of the Free State will suffice to 
bring the Free State troops out of Natal 
and will induce the Free Staters to sub- 
mit is not based on a true estimate of the 
nature of the Boer. The two republics 
are fighting for national existence; and 
they will stand or fall together. This 
war will not be ended by strategical 
maneuverings or by the occupation of 
geographical points, but by the dest-u.c- 
tion of the Boer ayir.y—taking the word 
destruction in its military sense, of de- 
cisive defeat involving dispersion of an 
army as an organized fighting force.

Manufacturing, Logging and Ice 


Harvesting Interests Will 


Suffer Heavily 


Boston, Feb. 14.—An excessively heavy 


rainfall, after wiping out what few evi- 
dences there were of snow and ice, has 
brought to a climax the most unseason • 
able winter New England has known foi 
a great many years. 


Tributary bodies of water, which a few 


tvet-ks apo were so low that the al- 
most unheard of condition of drought 
In midwinter was threatened, have been 
changed into torrents of more threaten- 
ing volume than in the usual spring 
freshets. 
From drought to flood, with 


ell of the damage done at both extremes 
to the manufacturing:, logging and ice 
larvesting interests, is now added the 
cost of replacing bridges swept away, 
and of replacing railway and highway 
beds torn up. 
More serious still, there

The First Steam Power. 


The power of steam was known to 


Hero of Alexandria, who exhibited what 
sccins from the description to have been 
a small steam engine to Ptolemy Phihv 
dolphus and his court about 150 B. C. 
Pliny describes a small boat, built by a 
"magician'' of Rome, which moved by 
means of awheel, "driven by a pot of 
hot water."

1760. 


The first railway locomotive was built 
by Trcvithick in 1804.

It is an hour after midday, and tho

CHIVALRY AND MATRIMONY. 


Time Honored Notions of Olden Days 


Which Don't Stand the Test. 


We all want to consider tho days of 


chivalry as the golden days—never to 
bo recalled—for womanki'^rj. This is by 
implication a rank injustice to our own 
time. 


With all Its fine expressions of ardent 


devotion to the fair sex and the multi- 
tude of its exquisite pretensions, chival- 
ry was the degradation of the highest 
and tenderest human instincts—the ver- 
itable curse of the course of true love. 
Such a, statement presents itself to tho 
romantic believer as a terrible counter- 
blast, but it isN true, nevertheless. The 
records of the treasury and the law 
courts of those days, in furnishing the 
experience of popular life deeply marked 
by tho worst shades of modern short- 
comings, provide the fullest proof. 
-, 


Chivalry did not make marriages, at 


least in the sense of those born of love's 
young dream; it entirely ignored all 
sexual affections and sold its victims 
with ruthless indifference to all mutu- 
ality. 


There were not two parties to its bar- 


gains. There was only one, who was al- 
ways the third of the group and the ono 
interested, not in satisfying the yearn- 
ings of the impassioned, but in a pecun- 
iary sense of their value. He was tho 
vender and might be either king or 
baron. But whichever he was, he was 
the incarnation of unscrupulous power. 
The matrimonial transactions of chiv- 
alry were mercenary. To them there 
were no "contracting parties" in the 
shape of whispering lovers, 
ardent 


swains and coy maidens. On the other 
band, there was but sullen indifference 
or hating compliance. Chivalry canted 
about its faith, in women and the purity 
of its own motives, because it could not 
sing of love. It may be said that it BO 
canted because it knew it must cant. 


It knew that its marriages had not 


been made in heaven and of ethereal 
sentiment. They were coarsely bargain- 
ed for, either in the king's exchequer or 
in the open market place. Chivalry knew 
iiself as a social falsity and die parent 
of lust. As a consequence the "lower 
orders" have had to give us the nomen- 
clature of our love affairs. Ohaucer, the 
very mirror of the era of chivalry, has 
typified lust with his master hand, 
but he has no picture of the gratified 
tenderness of longing youth. In his sur- 
loundiugs it was -not suffered to exist. | 
These surroundings had no terms to j 
enumerate the ardent swains and coy | 
maidens of rusticity. But if the aria- j 
tocracy can produce no one instance of j 
the coy maiden, and the'rustic sweet-' 
heart remains to mock the dubious 
fiancee, it has a wealth of the arts of 
diplomacy, and an inexhaustible list of 
the terms of intrigue. Chivalry gave ex- 
pression to the word'' maitresse,'' which 
may have and hadthe funniest of mean- 
ings.—New York Herald.

Decline of the Leech Trade. 


The medicative leech is now prac.ti- ' 


cally a thing of the past. The falling 
off in the demand for leeches by the 
medical profession is quite astonishing, 
as may be judged from tSe fact that in 
the year 1S45 the two largest hospitals 
in London called for about 50,000 of 
them, whereas now these institutions 
order only 50 or 100 feeches at irregular 
and infrequent intervals. 


We are informed by well known leech, 


importers that the trade in leeches has 
been subject to such fierce competition 
that the price has been brought down 
almost to nifc The quotation for a sin- 
gle hundred leeches at the present mo- 
ment is fixed at a rate which is little 
more than half what the great hospitals 
paid for their enormous leech supplies 
in. 1845. 


At that time the importation of 


leeches was carried on by means of sail- 
ing boats plying to and from Smyrna; 
but, owing to the difficulties of transfer 
and tho irreguhC*' arrival of the boats, 
many attempts were made to conserve 
and breed leeches in England. One en- 
terprising man established three ponds 
' 'on his own" at the top of Brixton hill 
and used to dispose of many thousands 
of leeches weekly. His successors, how- 
ever—our informants—have a gross an- i 
nual output of only 40,000, not a tithe 
of the business done half a century ago. 


Assuredly the leech has seen his best 


days. With the old regime, when cup- 
ping and bleeding wore tho sheet an- 
chors of surgery, tho leech all but disap- 
peared. |3o constant was his employ- 
rnent in mediaeval times that his name ' 
furnished a synonym for tho medical, 
profession, and the doctor came to be j 
known impolitely a? "the leech," per- J 
haps a subtle allusion to the rapacity for ' 
fees which characterized the profession | 
in tnoso times. 


At present the Hungarian speckled 


leech is most in request. It is unsafe to 
use the leeches found in some cf our 
ponds in England, for their bite is dan- 
gerous, often giving rise to blood poison- 
ing.—Household Words.

Strength of a Nation at Sea—Value 
of Little Gnnn—Efficiency of Torpe- 
do Bontti and Torpedo Tubes—Ger- 
many'* Nnvnl Programme. 


The naval annual just issued from 


the omce of naval intelligence at 
Washington Is of exceptional interest 
and breadth of scope. 
The lending 


feature Is an article entitled "Recent 
Tendencies of Foreign Naval Develop- 
ment and the Effect Thereon of the Re- 
cent War With Spain," by -Lieutenant 
Commander George II. Peters. This 
article presents in succinct shape many 
of the lessons taught by the Spanish 
war and utilized by the navies of for- 
eign nations, says the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger. 
Beginning with the 


statement that the most striking fea- 
ture is the marked effort now being 
made by the important maritime pow- 
ers to increase their naval strength, 
the article points out that one result of 
the Spanish war was to demonstrate 
beyond further argument that battle- 
ships 
constitute 
the 
real fighting 


strength of a navy, even in France, 
which has long cluug to the armored 
cruiser. 
Armored coast defense ves- 


sels have been practically ignored in 
new construction. While the war threw 
no new light on the value of torpedo 
boats, attention was freshly directed 
to their vulnerability, and Germany 
has abandoned the building of any 
more small boats. Still, some weight 
is attached to {he moral effect of tor- 
pedo boats and their use in training 
young officers. 


Another war lesson was that the big 


guns on board ship are secondary here- 
after and dependence must be placed 
upon a primary battery of rapid fire 
guns of modern caliber. Already the 
German navy has reduced the caliber 
of its heaviest guns to 9.45. ' Above 
water torpedo tubes have been aban- 
doned, and while some underwater 
tubes are retained the tendency is to- 
ward clearing a battleship completely 
of these devices. 


Armor must be widely distributed 


and not restricted to the water line and 
gun positions. Foreign navies are se- 
curing the very best armor, regardless 
of cost. There is a universal effort to 
abolish wood and combustibles from 
naval vessels. Canvas boats are to be 
tested. Water tube boilers are now be- 
yond discussion for naval use, and the 
only question open is that of type. Tor- 
pedo nets have been abandoned. Tre- 
mendous efforts are makingJn foreign 
navies to improve gun practice, and In 
Germany the ships go to sea every day 
for target practice, even reserve ships, 
vrhile the British navy has largely in- 
creased its allowance of ammunition 
for practice firing. Foreign opinion 
criticises American gun pointers as 
showing much room for improvement,' 
based on their performance at Manila 
and 
Santiago. 
Commander Peters, 


however, comments that never before 
have flee'ts been so utterly destroyed 
through gun fire. 


A comprehenseive idea of the tre- 


mendous naval programme of the Ger- 
man empire is afforded by an article 
contributed by Lieutenant B. W. Kit- 
tele, entitled "The Creation and Main- 
tenance of a Gernjan Battle Fleet." 
He gives from German authorities in 
great detail all of the argument which 
leads to the government demand that 
the navy be increased over and above 
the present building programme by 57 
battleships, 15 large cruisers and 36 
small cruisers, to cost 1,700,000,000 
marks. He quotes German technical 
papers as saying that the government 
has eliminated the continental powers 
in calculations based on the attitude 
of "foreign countries toward the Ger- 
man increase. The discussion is said 
to have narrowed down to Great Brit- 
ain, Japan and the United States, and 
one paper holds that England and the 
United States will soon be checked in 
the increase of their navies by the 
question of manning ships and Japan 
by the question of money, so that Ger- 
many will be in a position to cope with 
them severally or collectively. 


The usual chapter on ships and tor- 


pedo boats is this year contributed by 
Lieutenant C, C. Marsh and abounds 
In notes upon the foreign construction 
that has taken place during the year 
and that which is projected. The large 
place filled by Japan in this chapter Is 
worthy of note. 


Lieutenant Commander William H. 


Drlggs furnishes an article on ord- 
nance and armor, in which he draws 
many useful conclusions from a com- 
parison of the Spanish and American 
ships during the late war. Contrary to 
some other writers, he insists that the 
Spanish commanders of the torpedo 
boat destroyers lacked \peither dash 
nor discretion. He holds that the boats 
failed to do damage awing to their in- 
ability to run through the American 
gun fire. Commander Driggs says that 
a battleship can easily take care of two 
such boats on each beam in clear 
weather. He takes vigorous issue with 
the continental writers, who have be- 
littled the skill of the American gun- 
ners, disagreeing with their statement 
that the percentage of hits was only 
between three and four, but insisting 
that even so that was all that was 
needed. 
This officer attaches great 


value to the automatic pistol, which 
has been adopted by Germany and 
Italy in the army and navy, and he 
supplies a full description of the de- 
tails of tlie weapon, which fires ten 
bullets by one depression of the trig- 
ger. 


Thorite !s said to have given the most 


promising results of all higb^explosives 


already tested. A 10 Inch' shell load- 
ed with Jovlte is said to have been 
fired through a 14% inch face hardened 
plate of nickel steel and then exploded 
by a fuse In the rear. Notwithstand- 
ing tnis feat, black powder is still held 
to bo the best explosive for bursting 
shells. Our naval smokeless powder is 
held to be superior to the British cord- 
ite, ae demonstrated by a trial made by 
the New Orleans' guns. Little progress 
has been made In the improvement of 
armor, the year's trials simply further 
establishing the 
superiority of tho j

BRAVE COLONIAL TROOPS. 


Gallant Conduct of Xew Zealanders 


In the Transvaal War. 


tVnen giving a word picture of 


"Peace, perfect Pence," it is hard to 
grasp the grim realities of war envi- 
roning it like an iron frame, but that 
it is here is shown frj the experiences 
of the New Zealanders last Monday, 
who took a prominent part in a recou- 
noissnnce made by General French, 
writes the Arundel (South Africa) cor- 
respondent of the London Telegraph 
under date of Dec. 23. It was arrang- 
ed that Major Lee and his men should 
ride near certain kopjes to draw the 
"tire" of the enemy. Xow, it was not 
specified what kind of "lire." Shell fire 
was what was intended, but the gal- 
lant major thought rifle fire was meant. 
With a daring not to be equaled he did 
as a true soldier has been trained to do 
—obeyed orders first and discussed 
them afterward. The New Zealanders 
followed him into a sort of kloof, and 
very soon the entvy made themselves 
known. 
' 


A terrible fire was opened on both 


sides of them. They were hemmed in 
on three sides and stood a chance of 
being cut off. With indomitable cour- 
age they rode through that valley of 
death and in a miraculous manner got 
out without a single casualty, though 
the tales of the men reveal how narrow 
had been their escapes. One man bad 
his cigarette cut in two as he held it 
between his lips. Another had his wa- 
ter bottle ventilated in a manner that 
guaranteed its admission into a hospi- 
tal for incurables; a bullet had gone 
through the hat of a third; a fourth 
had the wallet on his saddle scarred, 
and so on all through the ranks. And 
who is Major Lee, who leads his men 
so calmly in a hot place? It might lie 
thought that Se is a regular firs eating 
swashbuckler. Cut not so. Picture to 
yourself an elderly gentleman, a regu- 
lar paterfamilias, of aldermanic pro- 
portions, not so sprightly in his move- 
ments as he used to be; a man with a 
rubicund, smiling face, chin "clean ! 
shaven, but a heavy mustache, and 
you are introduced to Major Lee. Sim- ' 
pie, unaffected, he chuckled as he told 
me of the "hot corner" they had got 
into and bow it all came about through 
the doubt existing in his mind as to 
whether shell five or rifle fire was 
meant to be "drawn." However, the 
reconnoissance was a thorough suc- 
cess. General French was immensely 
pleased, and in recognition of the cool 
courage of his colonial troopers he pub- 
lished a complimentary order,

It will be the en- 
deavor also to make it as far as pos- 
sible, a progressive exhibit, showing 
the results of 100 years of missionary 
effort. 
It will combine a library and 


a museum, and will comprise publica- 
tions of all kiiids—books. Bibles and 
magazines from the field, in English 
and many other languages; maps and 
charts, pictures, models, curios in dress 
and workmanship, and objects of reli- 
gious worship, such as idols and 
fetiches—all intended to .illustrate the 
actual surroundings of the missionary 
in his work.

THETrt'OZEN BREEZE. 


A. Strange Phenomenon Observed by a 


ot Nature. 


Did you ever see a frozen breeze? You 


might have seen one if you had gone 
with me into the country one winter 
morning. 


This was the way it came to be frozen: 


All night long the air had been laden 
with mist. Over the fields, in the hol- 
lows, all through the woods, even on 
top of the hills, the fog hung heavily. 
All that time the wind blew steadily, 
but not fiercely, from some northern 
quarter. 


At nightfall tho mercury fell below 


the freezing point, so that this mist, as 
it drifted through the trees, was frozen 
upon their branches and twigs. The 
elms, the oaks and the other leafless 
trees took their ice coating quite evenly, 
but the thick, impenetrable masses of 
the needles of the pine trees were cov- 
ered noticeably only upoa the sides to- 
ward the north or northwest, from which 
the wind came. 
The strong, steady 


breeze bent the branches to leeward, 
while it was icing them, and when the 
wind went down in the morning they 
all remained just thero, leaning to tho 
southward, iced anil frozen to immova- 
bility, but looking just as if the wind 
were still steadily blowing. 


Even in the afternoon, when the raiu 


began to fall and the wind came from 
quite another quarter, that north wind 
of the night before still remained white 
and frozen over the piny woods, tho 
pale, rigid corpse of a thing once keenly 
alive.—Listener in Country.

Becker says that the Transvaal republic 
contains tho largest gold deposits in the 
world. Within 15 miles of Johannes- 
burg there is an amount of gold, prac- 
tically in sight, estimated to be w,orth 
$3,600,000,000, or nearly as much as 
the entire volume of gold coin now in 
the world. The gold is extraordinarily 
uniform, as uniform ns coal in an or- 
dinary deposit, as shown by shafts 
which have been sunk to a depth of 
1,800 
feet and diamond drilling" which 


have gone still farther. At present the 
^old is being tabt4 out at the rate of 
5100,000,000 a year. 


The most surprising news which Dr. 


Becker brings is tho testimony of mi 
American who wag formerly his assist- 
ant in the geological survey, and who 
is now engaged in mining in the Trans- 
vaal, where he has made several mil- 
lions of dollars. The American mi" -i".' 
expert says to his knowledge and b(\.^ f 
the gold deposits, instead of being ^0 
miles long—the region now in sight—is 
practically 1,200 miles long, except that 
ui the rest of the region later deposits 
have come in ovif^Jho gold. This, liow- 
cver, will not prevent economical min- 
ing, but will simply delay it.—Popular

They Constitute the Keal Aristocracy cf 


the Haughty Nation. 


The real aristocracy of Spain is limited 


to the 243 grandees, many of them ua- 
titled, who enjoy innumerable privi- 
leges, including those of remaining 
seated and covered in the presence of 
royalty and of access te the sovereign at 
all times. Admission to the grandeza is 
exceedingly difficult to obtain, for it ia 
necessary to prove a long line of blue- 
blooded ancestry, unsullied either on 
the paternal or on the maternal side by 
any plebeian strain. The ancient cere- 
mony of conferring the grandeza—this 
and the ceremony of inducting a peer to 
his seat in the house of lords constitute 
the only forms of investiture of nobles 
that survive in the old world—is termed 
an almohada and is exceedingly rare. 
Queen Christina has held but two since 
her husband's death; there were three 
during the reign of King Alfonso XTT. 
One of the latter was witnessed by a 
writer in the New York Tribune, who 
thus describes it: 


' 'It toot place in the small throne- 


room of the royal palace at Madrid. The 
men of grandee rank were at the right 
of the dais and the women at the left. 
On the king exclaiming, 'Be seated!' 
they all took their places upon tabourets, 
or stools of carved wood, topped with 
large purple velvet cushions. Everybody 
else, such as the members of the diplo- 
matic corps and of the royal household, 
remained standing. Then the doors at 
the farther end of the room opened, 
and, preceded by a herald and two 
chamberlains and accompanied by the 
two grandees acting as sponsors, the 
postulant for admission to the grandeza 
appeared and approached the throno 
with three low obeisances. A tabouret, 
with purple 
cushion, having been 


brought and placed on the lowest of the 
steps leading up to the throne, the king 
commanded the candidate to be seated 
and thereupon addres'sed a few compli- 
mentary words to him, recalling the 
services of his family to the dynasty in 
bygone ages. Alfonso concluded his lit- 
tle speech by extending his hand to be 
kissed, at the same time directing him 
to take his place among the peers. 


"Retiring backward from the royal 


presence, the newly fledged grandee was 
conducted by his sponsors to the side of 
the hall occupied by the ladies of the 
grandee rank, to whom he made a low 
bow, and then to that of the men, whom 
he saluted in the same manner. He 
thereupon put his hat upon his head, his 
example being instantly followed by ev- 
ery grandee present, who all remained 
covered until, his stool and cushion hav- 
ing been removed from the steps of the 
throne and placed beside those of his 
peers, he had seated himself thereon. 
This brought to a close the acutal cere- 
mony of almohada, which was rendered 
extraordinarily picturesque by the su- 
perb toilets of the women, by the gor- 
geous tabards of the royal heralds and 
by the brilliant uniforms of the generals, 
the court officials, the ministers of state, 
and, last, but not least, by those of the 
diplomats." 


Idaho's Island Wonder. 


Henry lake is a beautiful body of wa- 


ter with an area of about 41 square 
miles and is situated on the dome of 
the continent in a depression in the 
Eocky mountains near Targees pass, 
Idaho. Henry lake is of no consequence 
itself, but it is the "home" of a most 
wonderful floating island, which is seen 
first on ouo pi do of the lake and then on 
the other. The island is about 800 feet 
in diameter and has for its basis a mat 
of roots and decayed vegetation suffi- 
cient to support large trees and a dense 
growth of underbrush. The cdgos of 
this floating island are thin, of course, 
but near the center it is several feet 
thick and of sufficient strength io sup- 
port a good sized summer hotel, if some 
one could be found that would earo to 
make, such a venture. There is a good 
sized willow thicket near the center of 
the island, and scattered around among 
them are several dwarf pines and asp- 
ens. These trees catch the breeze which 
is continually blowing over this highly 
situated lake, aud, acting as sails on a 
boat, move the 300 foot island hither 
and thither over the 40 square miles of 
Water at their will. Old mountaineers 
who are well used to all kinds of queer 
things declare that the floating island 
Of Henry lake is the most wonderful 
thing to be seen in tho mountain regions 
of the United States.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

Six Miles of Lebanon Springs Road for

It appears from an advertisement in 


a Bennington. paper that the portion of 
the former Lebanon Springs railroad in 
Vermont, which, is about six miles long 
from the stateline in Rensselaercounty 
to Bennington, is to be put up for sale 
at' auction in Bennington February 28.

The new com- 
pany has made extensive improve- 
ments on the old road, having in fax1' 
made it practically new from Chathai 
to Petersburg Junction. The compar. 
commenced operating the road Januai: 
1, and the people of that section of tht 
country for the first time enjoyed tht 
luxury of modern cars, 
beautifully 


decorated, and railway stations which 
are an ornament to the towns in which 
they are placed. It was then supposed 
by the people along the line that they 
would have facilities 
for through 


freight and passenger 
traffic 
from 


Chatham to Bennington. 


William C. Roberts, president of the | 


Chatham and Lebanon Valley railroad, 
was in Troy yesterday and when asked 
concerning the sale at Bennington said: 


The Chatham and Lebanon 
Valley 


railroad is not concerned in that sale 
at all. "We run only to Petersburg 
Junction, although we own the road to 
the state line in the town,.of Hoosick. 
That sale relates to the Vermont end 
of the old Lebanon Springs railroad. 
Our company acquired and is now 
operating the New York end, which is 
practically the whole of the road. The 
sale in question is under a decree re- 
cently made by the supreme court of 
Vermont in am. action which has been 
pending there more than ten years.

Williamstown to Conference 


The mayor, city solicitor and council 


committee appointed to have in charge 
the interests of the city in connection 
with the Blackinton. annexation pro- 
ject met last evening after the special 
council meeting and discussed the situ- 
ation thoroughly. The general opinion 
was that the city's sentiment, as heard 
expressed bv the members of the com- 
mittee, was in favor of annexation if 
suitable terms could be made with Wil- 
liamstown. 


The terms already suggested 
by 


Mayor Wilkinson at the council meet- 
ing last week were believed to be a fair 
basis, namely, that the city assume; just 
as largre a proportion of the Williams- 
tc-wn debt as the valuation of that part 
of Blackinton affected is in prooortion 
to the total valuation of Williamstown. 
This is about one thirteenth, and the 
town debt is about $60,000. But in this 
connection it is also believed that 
Blackinton ought to bring with It the 
same proportion of the public buildings 
of the town, since the section affected 
has Daid its share for these. This 
would affect the amount involved, in 
the union school building situated in 
Elacklnton. 


It was finally decided to invite the 


Williamstown selectmen and any citi- 
zens whom they might wish to bring, 
to attend a joint meeting with the* com- 
mittee Friday evening.

THE STORM'S DAMAGE) 


IWorst for SO Years. Dams. Bridges 


and Mills Suffer. 


The storm of yesterday was onfe; of 


the fiercest that this twn has ever 
known. The Green River and Hoosac 
river were the highest they have been 
since the Hood of '67, and many of the 
older residents claim that the rivers 
vero novor kacv\\ n toi be so hijrh. 
The 


Green river, which llo\vs in from South 
•\Yilliajnsu>\\ n, Hooded the Hats and 
lower land?, and many census were 
filled. Larje trees were torn from the 
river banks. The roads from Williams- 
town to South •\VUHamstown were also 
washed out in places. The :iart of the 
\Valley dam which was left standini: 
after the last washout was taken away 
and abovo the dam on the Hats known 
us Cole's pastures several feet of turf 
was washed a war. 
The most serious damage was done 


by the Hoasac river. The dam above 
the "\Villiamstown manufacturing com- 
pany's mill was washed out in places 
and it was feared that it. would not 
stand strain and break awav. The 
damage done in the mill cannot at 
Ijieseiu be estimated, but it is believed 
that it will amount to about $10,000. 
The looms, which were nearly covered 
•with muddy water will be difficult to 
get m nmninjr order again as the ma- 
chines ari -\ ori: delicate and it will be 
difficult il" n:.ssible to keep them from 
rusting-. 
The superintendent's

v.-hich is in the basement was also bad- 
ly damaged, as the water was about 
three feet deep. In the underside of the 
superintendent's desk were many pa- 
pers, whscn, if not \-alualile, were very 
rseful aa-1 it will be a difficult matter 
to replac^ them. 


Further down the river the fiats were 


a'so flooded and opposite Cole's1 switch 
the water came up to Barney An- 
cliews' house and the wood in front of 
his house was covered with about three 
Icet of water. The famous foot brids^ 
known as the wire bridgre was also 
carried away shortly after noc> . The 
bridge, w:\ich is made of f~mr wires 
suspended 
from bank to bank, was 


built many years agx> by Clinton Dan- 
forth and as it was. the only bridge of 
ti"e kir.d ever built in this section ;t 
was looked upon with a,'. Treat deal of 
curiosity anc! has been known for niP.n5' 
3>ears as the famous wire bridge. The 
bridge spanned the river opposite the 
Danforth estate, which is situated near 
••he Vermont state line and wasi the 
only means which the people living 
on that side of the river had for cross- 
ing, except when the water is low, 
when teams can be driven across. The 
bi'dge will be rebuilt as SDOTI as the 
water gets low enough, to enable people 
to cross in teams. 


The Riverside road was badly washed 


as "well as the \Vhite Oaks road. The 
teavy wind which rose latein, the after- 
noon proved of considerable damage to 
Arthur lanclley, as it 'broke several 
large window lights in his house and 
the rain which came in after the lights 
were broken did some damage.

DENSITY OF POPULATION. 


The Most Thickly Peopled Spot Ixx the 


World Is In New York City. 


In The Century is a paper by Mrs. 


Schuyler Van Becsselaer on "Places In 
Ne-w York," in the course of which,the 
author says: Cross the Bowery now, and 
you will enter the faoons Tenth ward, 
a tme tenement house district, forming 
part of the mowt crowded city quarter 
in all the world. As a whole, the city 
of New York below the Harlem, river 
(the Island of Manhattan) is more dense- 
ly peopled than any other city in the 
•world, counting 148.2 persons to the 
acre, while Paris counts 125.2. Then 
one-sixth of the entire population of all 
New York, reckoning now with the 
parts above |he Harlem, too, is concen- 
trated npoii 711 acres of ground. Here, 
on the lower east side of our town, in 
the summer of 1894, there dwelt some 
824,000 sonls, averaging 476.6 to the 
acre, and a certain section of this great 
area, the Tenth ward, showed a local 
acre average of 026.20. The most thickly 
peopled spot in Europe is the Jew quar- 
ter in Prague, but it is only one-fifth as 
large as our Tenth ward, while it shows 
a density scarcely greater than that of 
the whole of the 711 acres in -which the 
Tenth ward is contained—485.4 per 
acre. 


Nor is this the worst that our 711 


acres can reveal. Sanitary district A of 
the Eleventh ward, bounded by Avenue 
B and Second street, Columbia, Biving- 
ton and Clinton streets, contains 32 
acres, and in the summer of 1894 each 
of them bore 986.4 human beings. This 
is the very thickest, blackest coagula- 
tion of humanity in all the known 
world. No European place of anything 
like the same size even approaches it, 
and its nearest rival is a part of Bombay 
where the average population over an 
area of 46.00 acres is 759.66. 


Yet it should be remembered that, 


•while our acres are thus more heavily 
burdened than any others, places can be 
found in European as in Asatic towns 
where people are more uncomfortably 
crowded within doors. There the houses 
are low, but New York tenements are 
very lofty, and thus our floor space to 
the acre is much more extensive. More- 
over, although we are now more crowd- 
ed than ever before, our sanitary state 
steadily improves. During the decade 
which closed with 1874 our death rate 
was 30.27 per 1,000. During the one 
which closed with 1894 it was 24.07. 


Hare Hunting. 


This branch of sport has a host of 


earnest supporters throughout the north- 
ern states and Canada, and many fine 
dogs are kept for the sole purpose of 
driving the white fellows. Some hunt- 
ers use native foxhounds and crossbreds, 
such as are used to drive deer. Needless 
to say-, the man who regularly hunts- 
deer and hares will keep certain hounds 
for each kind of work.

The very small 
beagles will traii enthusiastically and 
make fine music, but they are compara- 
tively slow. Moreover, their short un- 
derpinning is not the best pattern for 
work in deep snow, in which the cream 
of the hunting is usually to be had. The 
very small beagle is a dear little dog, 
true, game and interesting, but he shows 
to beat advantage on the trail of the cot- 
tontail. —Outing.

Yesterday's Flood Does Damage In All 


Parts o{ the Town. 


The flood Tuesday was the worst seen 


in this town since 1SG9 and some people 
say that Tuesday's flood was more than 
that of 31 years ago. At that time it 
was stated that dirt and ashes had to 
be placed on Center street in front of 
Collins block to keep the water back 
which flowed down Commercial street. 


The Hoosac river first flooded its 


banks at Arnoldsville just north of the 
dam and the water coursed down the 
state road. Near the Arnoldsville. mill, 
opposite Thomas Tobin's house, the 
water again left the main river bed and 
was easily three feet deep in the mid- 
dle of the road. The tenants in the 
houses on. the west side of the street 
were shut in and the cellars of the 
houses were flooded. The water had 
such force that it ran down by the 
raceway leading- to the woolen mill and 
tried to gain admittance to the boiler 
room. So much of it did get in that 
the mill had to shut down. Enterprise 
street was so flooded that people liv- 
ing there could not stir out of their 
houses. 


The water retained its usual course 


from Maple Grove to Myrtle street in 
the village. Here it dashed -against the 
bridge, next to the Berkshire house and 
at about 1 o'clock flowed over the north 
bank and ran down Myrtle to Spring 
and Pleasant streets. 
It was feared, 


that the posts under the Berkshire 
house would be taken away and the 
foundation undermined. Some of the 
posts were washed out and tUe floor of 
the pool and billiard room dropped a 
few feet. The pool and billiard tables 
were moved out. 


Many neople watched the blacksmith 


shop occupied by Whalen & Turner. 
The water rushed against it and large 
cakes of ice struck it with great force. 
The shop was pretty well filled with 
water but the building stayed. 
The 


cellars of M. Bowen's block, M .J. 
Ilolden & Son's office and F. S. Todd's 
block, were filled with water. 


Spring street 
was a sight. About 


every house in that vicinity had the 
cellar filled with water and the street 
was almost impassable except for those 
who had high rubber boots or teams. 
Felix MfcCabe's undertaking apart- 
ments was swamped and considerable 
damage was done to coffins and under- 
taking fixtures. Arnold & Son's saw- 
mui yard wad flooded .as was Gavin 
avenue. The water in that vicinity was 
very deep and the biggest part of it 
surrounded Berkshire mill No. 4. Part 
of the foundation of one of the new 
blocks built on the east side of the 
Hoosac river, near Summer street was 
washed out. 


The vicinity of Mill, Jordan and Mur- 


ray streets was badly flooded and a 
good many cellars were filled with 
water. Elm Grove was a veritable 
lake. The water had a clean sweep 
there and rose as high as the windows 
of the cottages there. East Renfrew 
and Zylonite were also flooded. 


The heaviest damage was sustained 


by the Berkshire Cotton manufactur- 
ing company. The water ran 
Into 


mill No. 4 and several belts had to be 
cut. 
The weaving department had to 


shut down. 


Considerable damag-e was done to the 


streets. There were many washouts. 
Spring, Myrtle and Pleasant streets 
were covered with large cakes of ice 
which had to be removed today. Other 
parts of the town also suffered from 
overflows of the mountain, streams. At 
Harmony street and Edmund's ground 
cellars were filled with water. Rich- 
mond's and Anthony's meadows off 
North Summer street and Follett's 
meaf^pws north of Lime street bear evi- 
dences of the flood. They are covered 
with large cakes of ice, drift wood and 
rubbish. This morning Polanders with 
teams drove to the meadows and pick- 
ed up a number of loads of lumber and 
fire wood. 


While the flood did damage yet it was 


a good thing to clear rubbish from the 
river. People whose cellars were filled 
with water should take precautions to 
prevent disease. 


Almost a dozen men and boys who 


intended to go to the fire and wenaed 
their way in the rear of the Boston & 
Albany freight 
house, toward Berk- 


shire mill No. 4, were subjected to cold 
water baths. A lot of anchor ice in the 
raceway leading to the Berkshire mills 
proved a trap. Many pr-oplo laughed at 
the unfortunate ones but as one Ger- 
man appropriately

GIRL LIFE IN MEXICO. 
BEATING FATHER TIME. 


She Bas Considerable Freedom, but It Is 


of the Right Kind. 


Mexican home life is unique. It dif- 


fers very essentially from the domestic 
life of the Anglo-Saxon race, for it ia 
founded on respect for parents. The in- 
flnence of the Catholic church is power- 
ful in maintaining a liigh grade of fam- 
ily behavior. There is a sweetness and 
a charm about a well ordered Mexican 
home which is a revelation to northern 
people who have imbibed a false idea of 
matters here. The women of the best 
Mexican families are naturally of a gen- 
tle disposition, but they command obe- 
dience, and rarely spoil their sons, 
whom they idolize. There are excep- 
tions, but they are not enough to break 
down the general social discipline. 


As for the girls, no reputable Mexi- 


can father or mother would allow for a 
moment the thought of permitting a 
girl of any age to be on the streets after 
dark unless accompanied by an older 
person, a trusted servant or elder broth- 
er. So, even among girls of the humbler 
class, there is no street strolling in the 
evening. They may, in warm weather, 
go to the alameda, or public park, when 
there is a band concert, but always un- 
der escort. They may go to a tertulia, 
or evening party, but with some com- 
petent person. They may dance, mildly 
flirt, on such occasions, but they are al- 
ways under the watchful eye of a rela- 
tive. There is plenty of proper freedom 
for young girls, and a larger liberty in 
the cities than formerly, but they are 
not allowed to run about without escort, 
and a very careful eye is kept upon 
them by parents and relatives, even to 
distant male cousins. Such a thing as a 
young girl or young woman of any 
character or family being upon th'e 
street at night, alone and unattended, ie 
unknown. Your daughter goes to visit 
a friend in the afternoon and stays to 
tea. Then the gentleman and lady of 
the house, the gentleman alone or an 
old servant brings her home. So the 
streets of this big town are neyer the 
scene of foolish, nighty girls being fol- 
lowed and "picked up" by strangers. 


And as for men who insult young 


girls and women, the remedy is usually 
a sudden and fatal one. In milder cases 
the newspapers give minute descriptions 
of the "satyr" who has insulted a lady, 
and the public is asked to take warning. 
OrJe fellow, who, in an Interior city, 
made an Insulting remark about a lady 
standing at a window, was conducted to 
the alameda, and, in view of the chief 
part of the town's best society, was held 
down, on a stone bench and caned until 
he yelled for mercy, and was then or- 
dered out of town on the next train. He 
went. In another city a male teacher, 
who was "too fresh" in his conduct to- 
ward young girl pupils, was waited on 
by a deputation of gentlemen and asked 
to favor the city by his permanent ab- 
sence. He, too, went. 


The etiquette regarding the protection 


of women from molestation and insult 
is such as prevails in the southern states 
of the American Union. There is no 
fooling on the streets, in the theaters 
and public places with respectable wom- 
en. There is something -left here of the 
old Spanish idea of the sacredness of 
womanhood, and the line is sharply 
drawn between hone&t women and tha 
other kind.—Boston Herald.

Rev. 
William Wilkinson, a native of 


Minnesota, writing from Hudderstield, 
England, to the St. Paul Pioneer Prtss 
under date of Jau. 19 about his ob- 
servations in England, says: 


"I Luve been in many parts of Eng- 


land in the two mouths last past. The 
war spirit is In the air. At every rail- 
way station there are soldiers and 
their friends, who assemble In crowds 
to say goodby, and as the time comes 
for the departure of the trains which 
are to carry the soldier to his quarters 
before he leaves for South Africa some 
of the pcenes are very affecting. Noth- 
ing is more common than to see young 
women weeping as If their hearts 
would break as the soldiers leave, and 
it is noticeable that In the midst of it 
all, 
when opportunity of questioning 


even these people Is given, they one 
and all say:'It must be. Soldiers must 
go. It is the Country's need, and we 
want our sons or brothers to be brave.' 


"It is not alone the sons of the poor, 


the working classes, who are going. 
The most remarkable thing is the way 
men In high places, sons of nobles and 
aristocrats and professional men, are 
offering themselves by thousands. The 
queen's son is known to be pained be- 
cause not allowed to go. Thirty mem- 
bers of the house of commons are gone, 
also the sons of law lords, editors and 
literary men. The chief of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, a man of national 
fame, Is at the front. The lord mayor 
of London has raised a 'crack regi- 
ment* of 1,000 men. Forty thousand 
men wanted to serve In it, It Is said. 
The men accepted are the very flower 
of England's sons, tall and without de- 
fect. Every man Is well equipped. 


"They had such a send off from Lon- 


don as has not been given to any sol- 
diers since the Russian war. A ban- 
quet was given in their honor at which 
the most lordly' of England's judges, 
the most famous of her barristers, were 
proud to be waiters. At a great service 
in St. Paul's cathedral the crowds 
could not find room, and the singing of 
'O God of Bethel' will never be for- 
gotten. 


"Here there is a peace at any price 


party, Insignificant In numbers and 
small in influence. Nearly all feel that 
.the government did not know, as It 
ought to have known, what the Boers 
were doing In the recent past to pre- 
pare for war, or how well they were 
prepared, but a spirit of criticism ia 
not that of the hour. All feel that the 
government must be supported at any 
cost and that the war must and will 
end In victory for the British arms. 
The lortitude of England is seen in the 
way it receives disastrous news. Never 
for an instant is a thought of change of 
policy expressed. No word savoring of 
retreat is heard. 'Onward! More mon- 
ey! More menl Mistakes rectified!' is 
the watchword. 


"Sheffield is at work night and day 


upon all kinds of munitions of war. 
Every man feels the best must be sent 
One man has offered ten guns. One 
of its members bf parliament has of- 
fered himself. 
I was present at a 


meeting "at the Tabernacle when reso- 
lutions were passed in appreciation of 
the courage and patriotism of one of 
Its members in going as a private sol- 
dier. He is a banker. The corpora- 
tions and firms for which the men 
work sire universally keeping open the 
places for the men who leave, In many 
cases paying half wages to their fam- 
ilies. 


"It may be said, with very few ex- 


ceptions, that what Lord Macaulay 
says of the old Romans is true here, 
'We are for a party, all are for the 
state, the rich man helps the poor, the 
poor man loves the great' Patriotism 
Is In the air. In no period of her reign, 
so full of Interest in 1 r people, has 
the queen been in nobler light than 
now. 
Her Interest in her soldiers la 


unbounded. She receives the wives of 
reservists at Windsor and patronizes 
everything for the good of the men. 
The public enthusiasm for the queen 
Is too well known to need praise. 


"England is happy In her colonies. 


Canada in this war Is seen in strong 
light. The lord high commissioner is 
Sir Donald Smith as we best know 
him In America, 
Now he is Lord 


Strathcona. He is doing wonders for 
Canadian trade. He Is supplying all 
needed Information to all merchants, 
manufacturers and tradespeople of ev- 
ery kind, as well as interesting him- 
self in all matters concerning the war, 
raising 400 men and equipping them to 
the admiration of all England. 
He 


will be remembered as a leader In Ca- 
nadian Pacific railway 
matters, a 


warm friend of J. J. Hill and a gen- 
erous giver to the Minnesota forest fire 
fund. He Is making his name famous 
in Britain. 


"All England Is looking to America. 


The change in public opinion since I 
was here In 1S91 concerning America Is 
wonderful. Englishmen are very proud 
of the result of our war with Spain acd 
of the part the government of England 
took in standing by America. Vast au- 
diences listen to the story of American 
development with delight and pride. 
Envy does not for an Instant enter Into 
the public mind. A week ago Sunday 
I addressed n crowded church—a men's 
meeting.

land takes deep Interest. Tihe Rev. Dr. 
Benoe, an eminent Cong'regationallst, 
has Just returned from the United 
States and Canada. In a lecture ho 
gave the other day ho paid a glowing 
tribute to our popular educational sys- 
tepi. Two men in the religious world 


of America stand here In very high es- 
teem. Bishop \Vhipple of Minnesota, 
whose Indian work is well known and 
whose eloquence has oft(^i been heard, 
Is held In a reverence amounting in 
many minds to veneration. A,rchbishop 
Ireland is looked upon with very high 
regard. 
His power as a speaker, his 


broad vlewa of \merican policy, his 
optimism, charm the English. He is 
known to the reading world all through 
Britain. 


"The policy of our government Is 


closely watched by the business world 
here." 


NEW SPORTING VENTURE. 


Pack of American Hound* to Bunt 


Fo3.cn In France. 


Colonel Edward Morrcll, a widely 


known Philadelphia sportsman, with 
characteristic enterprise has sent a 
sinall pack of American hounds to 
France to try them hunting wild foxes 
in that country- They were consigned 
to Messrs. Ileiiry Ridgway and Forbes 
Morgan of the Pa/ iunt club. Mr. 
Mori-ell says in an interview with a 
Rider aud Driver reporter: 


"Mr. 
Morgan and I had quite a dis- 


cussion on the subject of American 
and English hounds last August In 
Newport, the result of which was that, 
knowing the country over there, 1 
promised to present to the Pan Hunt 
club a small paclc to experiment with. 
I at once enlisted the services of Mr. 
George W. Hill, the venerable master 
of the Rose Tree Hunt, to help me se- 
cure representative hounds. After six 
months he finally reported that he had 
secured as good a lot of American 
hounds as could be found in Pennsyl- 
vania and Maryland, from which states 
they were procured. Each hound was 
carefully selected for his hunting qual- 
ities and with a deep note. The hounds 
are not matched for color, some being 
tricolored, some black and tan aud 
some blue and black and tan, and some 
blue and black speckled. 
Bach one, 


however, is a fine individual, large, 
strong and with plenty of bone. 


"While lots of hounds have been im- 


ported iuto the United States, I believe 
this is the first time an absolutely 
American pack has been sent out of 
the country to try their luck in foreign 
parts. 


"I have had a cable from Pau stat- 


ing that the hounds arrived in good 
condition. I think every lover of Amer- 
ican hounds and American methods of 
fox hunting will await with interest 
the result of this sporting venture." 


INDIAN MIDDEN HEAP FOUND 


Discovery by Workmen on a Con- 


necticut Trolley Line. 


In uncovering the ground in East 


Haven where a trolley track is to be 
laid workmen recently discovered the 
remains of an ancient Indian midden 
heap, writes the New Haven corre- 
spondent of the New York Commercial 
Advertiser. 
The midden heap is the 


only one of its kind that has been 
found in this neighborhood, where In- 
dians were once extremely numerous, 
and the find is interesting the-.sci- 
entists of Yale college. The heap is 
six feet under ground, about 20 feet 
broad and ten feet deep. It is made 
of oyster and clam shells. 


In the heap near the surface some 


ancient 
Indian stone kettles were 


found and stone implements, together 
with a great variety of arrowheads 
of flint and etone. The heap, accord- 
Ing to good authority, cannot be more 
than 200 years old. It was probably 
contemporaneous with the settlement 
of the city in 1639. No remains of In- 
dian burial grounds have been found, 
as is usual in such discoveries. The 
heap is to be examined, however, in 
the hope of bringing to light more im- 
portant relics. 


Greatest Ocean Deptbs. 


The cable sounding ship Nero arrived 


at Honolulu from Manila and Guam on 
Jan. 29 and sailed for San Francisco 
on the same day. Between Guam and 
Manila she made the deepest ocean 
soundings that have yet been recorded. 
She found a large area over which the 
soundings showed 5,200 fathoms, about 
260 fathoms more than had ever been 
found before, says the New York Sun. 
This area was named Nero's hole. 


Process For Enlarsrinu Pictures. 
E. H. Amftt of "Waukegan, Ills., an 


Inventor, has invented a new process 
for enlarging pictures, says the Chica- 
go Record. By it the smallest photo- 
graph cau be made as big as a house if

The flood of yesterday subsided al- 


most as Quickly as it came, and left 
the city to recover as best it could from 
the damage done, while bright sunshine 
overhead offered a mockin<r contrast to 
the storm and the struggle of the day 
before. The sudden falling- of the wa- 
ter in the rivers and about the city was 
characteristic of Korth Adams floods, 
and by this morning both branches of 
the river were almost down to their 
normal condition, while the wind and 
cold had dried UD the streets to ner- 
fection. 


It would be impossible to estimate 


the loss suffered 'in the city but it -will 
reach many thousands of dollars, al- 
though for the most part the losses are 
distributed in small amounts. 
N-ear-ly 


every home and mill along- the rivers 
lust more or less as the result of the 
fl oc". 


The irjDst serious result was the 


hi caking of the hig-h nressure water 
main that crosses the river near the 
State street crossing- on a small bridge 
considerably above the normal level of 
the water. As reported yesterday early 
fears were felt for this and every effort 
vas mado to save it. Cables holding it 
in piace resulted in saving it until late 
in the afternoon., when it was broken 
by the force of the blows of drifting 
poles, and the high pressure water had 
tc' be shut off. This left all the higher 
hill sections of the city without water 
and without fire nrotection. The fire 
department prepared for the emergency 
ty chemicals in the chemical engine 
and hand apparatus, but much fear 
was expressed of the possibility of un- 
usual loss from a fire an the hills. Su- 
perintendent Hodge had a force of men 
at work on the pipe as soon as the fall- 
ing water would allow, and hopes to 
have It repaired by this evening, al- 
though this will mean auick work. 


Damage to tlie Streets 


The catch basins about the city did 


their work remarkably well, but v:crs 
of course entirely inadequate to cjuiy 
off any appreciable proportion of the* 
vater during the day. As a. result, 'it 
vas only the fact that the streets were 
frozen that saved them from the worst 
damage ever recorded. As it was, there 
were many places where washouts oc- 
curred. 


The top dressing- of the macadam for 


some distance on Union street was 
i\ ashed off, by the brook from the Five 
roads, and a brook that made its wav 
dow n Brooklyn street washed away the 
bank beside the street near Clark's es- 
tablishment.

The school 
house basement was flooded and the 
yard was washed out, and the school is 
cli-&ed for a few days, until renairs can 
be made. 


A road in Blackinton, running up the 


hill nearly opposite the nill office, was 
badly washed, as it is evciy time therp 
is a freshet, and the people -~f the vil- 
lage feel that something in the way of 
permanent renaiis should be made 
there. 


The Bridges 


The fact that all of the bridges were 


in place this morning was a pleasant 
surprise to eit^y officials who had feared 
that at least one of them would go. 
Aside from the street railway bridge 
mentioned elsewhere there was no 
damage so far as known in this way. 
The Brown street bridge was the one 
most feared. The water was almost up 
to the planking of this bridge, and once 
or twice, when logs struck 
it and 


caused a set back the water ran over 
the planking to a depth of two or three 
inches. Several men were at the bridge 
and kept the drift from stopping and 
forming a jam at the bridge, and to 
their efforts the fact that it 
came 


through the flood safely is largely due. 
some of the iron work under the bridge 
was bent, but it does not seem to be 
weakened. 


At the State street bridge not so 


much fear was felt, although once or 
twice when logs struck it the specta- 
tors 
thought the bridge 
would be 


moved. The city will have the- bridges 
examined as soon as possible, to see if 
there was any weakening of them that 
did not appear today. 


Street Hallway'* l<o»» 


The street railway was running cars 


as usual today, with only one transfer 
on the Williamstown line, although 
early this morning two were necessary 
on account of the washout at Greylock. 
The Braytonville bridge whose danger 
was reported yesterday was damaged 
only to the extent of the washing out 
of two piles' from under it. Except for 
the prompt work done there is little 
doubt that the entire bridge would have 
been carried away. The company will 
have a pile driver there in a day or so 
to repair the damage, and until this is 
done passengers will have to be trans- 
ferred. 


Cars were run on the Williamstown 


line through Irr.t evening, but on the 
Adams line it was seen that it was 
useless to try to carry passengers be- 
tween here and Zylonite after about 5 
o'clock, although cars were run \)s- 
tween Adams and Zylonite as usual. 
The company therefore notified all its 
regular patrons so far as possible, and 
sent early cars to the Union, so that all 
who wished could take the 6 o'clock 
train to Adams, and many did this. All 
things considered the company de- 
serve credit for the way in which It 
accommodated patrons 
after 
many 


thought the running of cars an impos- 
sibility.

Probably the heaviest losers among 


private concerns were the Arnold print 
works and thf 
Hlaokinton company. 


The Blackinton mill dam 
went 
out 


some tlmr> in the night. It was a log 
dam in the river hear Oreylock and 


was built about 50 years ago. The loss 
to the company will be about $5,000. 


The mill will continue to run, steam 


and electric power being used, and it 
will probably be necessary to run ov&r- 
tlme in order to keep up with the or- 
ders, as the steam and electric plants 
are not calculated to operate the mill 
independently of water power. It is 
probable the dam will be rebuilt in the 
spring. 


The Arnold rirint works lost some 


thousand feet of lumber that was to be 
used for the new stare house, this be- 
ing carried away early in the evenir^- 
This lumber was material that the 
fomnany had hart hard work to set 
here, and it had Just arrived. The loss 
fnom the delay as well as the loss of 
the lumber itself w.l be heavy. The 
print work?', as 
reported 
yesterday, 


shut down only two departments at 
noon, but late in the afternoon the ris- 
ing water nvule the running ct the 
boilers difficult, ant1 most of the works 
was shut do\vn br 5 o'clock.

among the heaviest loser?, but a mem- 
ber of the firm said that their IOFS

The lacings if the belts were ct't and 
the belts taken up out of danger, and

S200. Rome lumbor was lost. At Dib- 
ble's mill there was also some loss. 


It is expected that much of the lum-

The Fitchburg- road lost a good many 


ties, while the New England telephone 
company lost two carloads of aoles 
from the railroad yards. 


The gas company siuffered somewhat 


in the evening- and with it all those 
who depended on, gas for their lighting 
were in trouble from early in the eve- 
ning till about 10 o'clock. Water grot 
into the pipes, and produced-a funereal 
flickering of the lights that rendered 
them useless. Men were put at work at 
once, and by 10 o'clock the trouble was 
repaired.

many. Several of these concerned the 
loss of chickens from their coros. In 
Braytonville one man's coon contain!"- 
26 chickens was taken by the flooc1. 
knocked against the bridge until it was 
broken and the fowls released. They 
then

gracefully down 
the 


stream, to the horror of the family ..hat 
was counting on the unfortunate birds 
for food. 
On Washinrron avenue an- 


"tl'cr chicken COOD containing- a num- 
ber of birds was floating around on the 
waters for some hours. 


At the corner of Spring- and South 


streets is a large hole that was former- 
lv the cellar of a -factory. This was 
filled with water, and when the whole 
region was flooded it vas almost im- 
possible for drivers to tell where th? 
street was ard where it wasn't. As a 
result, onp pxnress team landed in this 
deep pond, and the horse -nas forced 
to swim for his life, being finally helped 
onto dry la"d. 


R. H. Srkes and several of his men 


had a wet time for several hours dur- 
ing the dav. The:* were in the coal 
elevator in the railroad yards, and were 
warned that they were in dancer of 
being caught there. 
They delayed 


leaving-, however, until they were sur- 
rounded bv a lar^e 1'ake several feet 
cl'-ep, and for some time ther remained 
prisoners. Finally they decided to make 
a dash for it. and succeeded in reach- 
ing land after wading through water 
lor some distance. 


Large numbers of furnace fires were 


put out in private houses by the water 
in the cellars, and a number of stables 
were flooded so that horses had to be 
removed to places of safety. 


The Mansion horse bas?ment was 


flooded so that the fires were put our, 
about five feet nf water filling: the cel- 
l&r. The hotel was frozen UD most of 
today. 


After the oldest inhabitant had thor- 


oughly considered the matter he de- 
decided that the south branch, of the 
river was higher than it was in '69, and 
that the north branch was hierher than 
it had been since then.
